voe, Lincoln, president of the Ne­ 
braska State Bar association, in an 
address before the annual meeting 
of that organization here today. 
His subject was "An Optional Al­ 
ternative lor the 
Jury 
in 
Civil 
Cases." 
“This 
process." 
he 
explained, 
“would consist of m aking the same 
character of fact finding agencies 
now functioning 
satisfactorily 
in 
the arbitral tribunal an integral 
part of our Judicial systetp. to func­ 
tion there as finders of facts only 
—the law to be determ ined by the 
trial btdgc and by him 
applied to 
the facts as specially found by such 
agency." 
The grounds upon which the re­ 
cent arbitration acts have been held 
constitutional, he continued, would 
seem to in mush am ple authority in 
support of this process, where by 
agreement of the parties they sub­ 
stitute for the common law jury 
another character of agency for the 
determ ination of either an existing 
or future dispute, and every good 
reason would seem to exist for in­ 
cluding such fact finding agency 
into the judicial system rather than 
deliberating excluding it.

From time- immemorial the reindeer of Lapland and 
northern Siberia have provided the people of those 
bleak regions a ith meat, milk and skins for cloth­ 
ing, besides serving as their means of transportations; 
but It is only tq recent years th a t the Idea of those 
hardy anim als becoming an im portant source of food 
supply for a large section of the hum an race in tem ­ 
perate climes began to receive serious attention. 
W ithin the last week Lincoln people, in common 
with those of many other cities throughout the United 
State*, have had the opportunity of purchasing rein­ 
deer steaks, chops and roasts at prices no higher than 
they pay for similar cuts of pork and beef. 
People 
who have tried them find th a t the meat is tender and 
has an agreeable flavor, somewhat different from th at 
of venison, the quality being about half way between 
beef and m utton, resembling both in its taste to 
ion)? extent. 
There are said to be several packing houses in 
Canada which slaughter reindeer by thousands and 
distribute the m eat in the same way our American 
plants do the carcasses of cattle hogs and sheep

SMkatchewan. and the Hudson bay hinterland, great 
herds of the antlered creatures find sustenance, where 
no other domestic anim als could thrive.
